dents who do not choose to be in 
school ‘‘and they shall not be in 
school,’

had not caused all of their own 
problems, and the knowledge that 
there was no other agency pro= 
vided by the community to deal 
with them, ‘‘but the cost had been 
high, in terms of education of 
other students.’® He said the 
high cost of vandalism at the high 
school must come from science 
equipment, field trips, eventually 
even instructional material 
budgeted for the benefit of the 
student body as a whole, 

“*‘We have been perhaps too 
reasonable in the holding power 
of the school to keep young people 
in school, We now have to rely 
more heavily on the community 
to deal with those students who 
don’t respect the rights of 
others.”” 

Committeeman William Lane 
called for uniform enforcement 
of punishment, as well as pay« 
ment of property damages, He 
remembered the sobering effect 
that a week’s suspension, for 
throwing a firecracker out of a 
school window had on him, 

Frank Hill noted that the new 
policy would have an effect on 
the community, perhaps increas- 
ing the population of ‘‘the wall’’, 
This is the Elm Square lounging 
spot which he calls the center 
for those who feel rejected by 
community and by school; he 
noted that many older citizens 
avoid walking in the area after 


at the meeting that the harass- 
ment of the Silyerman family 
might be ex-students, not just 
students, 

Committeeman Frank Griggs 
noted, and others agreed, that 
the new firmer measures might

The Andover Hockey Association, 
Inc., will open its 1972-73 season this 
coming weekend and over 400 An- 
dover boys will take to the ice as the 
program gets underway.

Seero’s brace of TD aerials gave him 
14 in Conference play, a new MVC 
record snapping the old mark of 13 held 
jointly by Wilmington signal-callers 
Billy Walls (1967) and Bill Gustus 

(1970). 

Farnham’s touchdowns were his 12th 
and 13th of the year, and he also added 
a two-point conversion on a busted 
play. Bob now boasts 80 total points for 
the season, best in Greater Lawrence. 

“Farnham made the difference for 
us in this game,’’ explained Collins. 
‘He and Seero just seem to get better 
and more amazing each week, and the 
two touchdowns today were just 
beautiful. 

“There were several turning points 
in this one,’’ continued the AHS coach, 
“but two particular things stick out in 
my mind.

For the entire afternoon Holden piled 
up an incredible 217 yards on 43 
carries, consistently hitting the line for 
four and five yards per crack. 

He also played the whole game on 
defense at right outside linebacker, and 
Saved an apparent TD on the final play 
of the game by hauling down Dave 
Hubbell from behind after a 76-yard 
interception return. No one will ever 
know how Holden had enough steam 
left to do it. 

Andover erupted for 21 lightening- 
fast points within a four minute span in 
the second period. 

It all began when Warriors’ safety 
Mike Murnane intercepted Simm’s 
first pass attempt at the Methuen 35. 

Seero and Farnham took control 
immediately, collaborating on a 
brilliant 35-yard touchdown strike.

Quarterback Scott slipped around the 
left side and breezed into the endzone 
for his eighth seasonal TD.Methuen 
refused to roll over and play dead, 
however, and took Seero’s kickoff to 
Start a 13-play, 72-yard march for its 
first TD with 28 seconds left in the half. 

Holden once again did the bulk of the 
work, lugged the leather seven times 
for 45 of those yards. Tom Fran and 
Bruce Nicholson also did some power 
running, and Simm burst off right 
tackle for the touchdown from nine 
yards out. 

Holden swept the right side for the

Claiming President Nixon’s 
landslide victory will further en- 
courage a ‘‘direct attack on the Bill 
of Rights,’ Daniel Ellsberg believes 
the ‘‘Nixon-Johnson tradition of 
secrecy has led to cynicism among 
American voters, 

‘What passes for apathy is more 
ominous than that,’’ contends the 
former Defense Department planner 
who is charged with espionage for 
leaking the Pentagon Papers to the 
press. 


trust a candidate-any candidate. 
People don’t feel that they can change 
a policy, and so they don’t want to be 
fooled and humiliated any more’’ by 
working for any Presidential aspirant: 
‘The public has been manipulated and 
lied to by all Comers.”’ 


Dr. Ellsberg is touring the country 
during a recess in his trial under the 
espionage acts. The Government 
charges that making secret 
documents available to The New 
York Times, the Boston Globe and 
other newspapers is a crime because 
it harms the national interest. 

But the defendant sees the 
prosecution as a move to ‘‘take back 
the Bill of Rights.”’ 

“There is no such law’’ as the one 
for which he faces 115 years in prison, 
he declares. 

“If the Administration succeeds in 
making one for my case, leaking to 
the press will then be a crime and all 
reporters will have to tell their 
sources. That will be as effective a 
form of censorship, for practical pur- 
poses, as in the Phillipines, where the 
papers are owned by the dictator’s 
friends and relations.”’ 

Once backed war 

The former Marine Corps officer 
and Rand Corporation ‘‘‘think 
tank’’analyst, who holds a Ph.D: in 
economics, admits that he once back- 
ed U.S. involvement in the Vietnam 
conflict. 

Now, however, he calls it a war 
against what he believes to be the 
legitimately-constituted government 


country that had won independence 
faced being re-conquered.”’ 

He won’t go beyond saying that it’s 
“possible” that the Administration’s 
recent moves toward peace were 
merely election-eve gimmicks, but 
contends that ‘‘even if we take our 
men and equipment out of Vietnam, 
if we pay for Thieu’s army it’s our 
army we will still be there. 

“Richard Nixon has defined the 
difference between his plan and 
George McGovern’s as the difference 
between honor and surrender,’’ he 
says. But what Nixon defines as 
honor is really a disguised imperial 
role. What he calls surrender is a way 
to end our dishonor.”’ 

During his recent travels, he says, 
he’s often had the term “‘traitor’’ 
thrown in his face. 

“I told one person that this country 
was founded by traitors, every one of 
thempeople who were loyal to George 
III in 1770 but traitors by 1775 because 
they’d found a higher loyalty.” 

And George III and the Administra- 
tion, he suggests, share an inclination 
to call anyone who disagrees with 
them a traitor. 

Dr. Ellsberg, however, who has 
been delving into the subject, cites 
historical views that the Founding 
Fathers were greatly concerned with 
making sure that ‘‘authority is in con- 
Stant scrutiny’ and. that ‘nobody 
could be punished simply for holding 
unpopular views.” 

If he’s worried about the fact that 
the victorous Nixon administration 
faces ‘‘no real resistance from the 
courts, the congress or the press, 
who've deferred for so long to the 
Presidency,” there’s one accusation 
about which he can’t muster up much 
worry: of traveling the country main- 
ly to boost sales of his 700-plus page 
Vietnam analysis, ‘‘Papers on the

I'm always looking for imaginative 
ways to teach my children about 
conservation, and the other day I 
thought I'd hit upon a great idea. But, 
as often happens, the best laid plans. . . 

I went to a briefing on the new 
Massachusetts Wetlands Protection 
Act. The new law will help towns 
protect their salt marshes and inland 
wetlands against filling which would 
cause damage to the environment. 

Matthew B. Connolly, Jr., Director 
of Conservation Services at the 
Massachusetts Department of Natural 
Resources, had a good explanation of 
liquid displacement. ‘‘If you put 
something into a storage area, you use 
up that storage capacity and gradually 
get flooding. 

‘Filling a marsh is like putting jelly 
beans in your teacup. If you put one 
jelly bean in a cup of tea, it doesn’t 
make much difference. If you put two 
jelly beans in, it rises just a little. If 
you put three jelly beans in, the tea 
rises to the top of the cup. If you put 
four jelly beans in your teacup, it 
floods the saucer. 

‘‘Piecemeal filling of a flood plain 
has the same effect. The water has to 
go someplace,:so it causes flooding-on 
adjacent property or downstream.” 

I thought this was a great analogy. 
“That’s how I can explain to my boys 
why people shouldn’t fill wetlands!”’ I 
said to myself. - 

The next day I tried it out. I pulled 
out the bag of jelly beans I’d hidden 
from the kids after their annual 
Halloween tummyache. I got out two 
teacups, filled them with warm water, 
and waved a teabag over them to 
produce what Randy, 9, and Scott, 7, 
call tea. 

‘‘Now make believe the tea is low, 
wet ground. . .like the Golf Course or 
Lowlands Playground in our town,” I 
said. ‘‘Every jelly bean is a truckload 
of dirt that someone is bringing to fill 
in the wetlands.” 

I started doling out Jelly beans, 
much to the joy of Randy and Scott.

Seven, eight, nine. . .“‘Where did you 
get all those orange and black jelly 
beans?” asked Scott, suspiciously.

I shuddered to 
think of the children’s digestion. a | 
should have put more tea in the 
teacup.”’

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A Trip Back 


In Time 


If you're old enough, it’s easy to go 
back 50 years. 

All I have to do is press the gas 
pedal for 1600 miles. 

I mention this because I recently 
did it. And got back in time to hear a 
hairy young economist comment that 
‘‘what people did 50 years ago may 
have been a mistake then but 
certainly is a catastrophe today.’’ 

He was wrong, of course. Things 
have changed. The same authorities 
who forced my enrollment in the 
second grade now discourage me 
even from entering the old school 
building. It didn’t appear attractive 
anyway. They have paved the 
schoolyard with asphalt. Even the 
roads leading to the school are paved. 
Fifty years ago we wouldn’t have 
known what to do with all the extra 
runoff every time it rains. 

A trip back in time suggests that 
we may be overwhelming ourselves 
by compounding yesterday’s 
mistakes. The process has turned 
even valuable by-products into 
nuisances. 

For instance, if some college- 
ruined smart aleck from the Exten- 
sion Service had suggested that we in 
effect change diapers daily on a herd 
of milch cows that spent their lives 
with their heads caught in yokes, we 
would have laughed and laughed. We 
probably would have recognized, 
without completely understanding 
the recognition, that his suggestion 
could destroy our our way of life. And 
we knew that a cow that wasn’t 
housebroken improved the pasture 
after digesting the grass. 

‘Now one can visit huge dairies and 
gigantic cattle feeding-lots where the 
concentrated output of fertilizer has 
become a major pollution problem. 
Efficient farmers consider it cheaper 
to spread commercial fertilizer. 
Until recently much output of dairy 
and feed lots was bulldozed into a 
nearby stream, ruining it by over- 
enrichment. 

Catfishing used to be great down 
river from the local slaughterhouse. 
Even 50 years ago, gigantic 
Slaughterhouses were in business. 
They finally reached a dimension 
where the output of offal would have 
exceeded the consumptive capacity 
of catfish if they had been packed into 
the stream like cordwood, so tightly 
that they would have dammed the 
Stream for miles. Instead of raising 
catfish, the offal raised the oxygen 
demand in the river. It suffocated 
everything. The government has 
begun clamping down on that prac- 
tice, too. 

Fifty years ago the town’s electric 
plant served only the town and many 
citizens considered electricity a fad 
that might collapse. After all, the 
gasoline lamp gave a brighter light 
and what else could you do with 
electricity? The plant pumped just 
enough heat back into the river to 
thin the February ice. The River 
Baptists considered the arrangement 
beneficial. New converts could be 
dunked, and while their breath was 
taken away, they had a better chance 
of making it to the bank. One could 
enjoy that born-again feeling with 
less pneumonia risk. 

Now thick cables run from town to 
town. Somewhere there’s a river

Arthur Peatman having rescinded 
or revoked the building permit 
granted the petitioners on July 5, 

The board heard testimony that 
Assessor William Russell had 
adjudged the building not to have 
been 50 per cent destroyed by the 
April 18 fire. 

The board also heard of the 
work done through July 21 at 
which time the building, in the 
process of reconstruction cole 
lapsed, 

Atty, DiAdamo explained that 
the petitioners had gone to con= 
siderable expense to restore the 
building in accordance with the 
building permit, 

A total of $66,000 had beenex- 
pended or committed up to that 
time, 

Counsel felt that the circum= 
stances after July 18 should not 
be considered and the petition 
heard on the basis of the fire 
damage, 

Atty, DiAdamo said it was the 
intent of the new owners to return 
the building to its original size 
and modernize it, 

Abutters to the property pro= 
tested the granting of the permit, 
based on traffic and other con= 
siderations, 

Atty. Howard Camuso, coun- 
sel for those opposing the per= 
mit, questioned the actual condi- 
tion of the building as legally 
represented, that is how much of 
it was totally destroyed by fire 
and subsequent collapse during 
reconstruction, 

The board took a view of the 
property and in its decision ree 
ported the following findings: a 
new cement foundation had been 
poured, the new frame was ap= 
proximately of the same dimen= 
sions as the previous building, 

In its decision denying the spe= 
cial permit, the board deter- 
mined that the building was more 
than 80 per cent destroyed by the 
original fire and that it had juris= 
diction in such a matter,
